his son in his Sama‘at, did not mention him with this title.

‘Asakir: “This was a greatly respected house. The most es- 
teemed of them in our time in din and knowledge is Fakhr 
ad-Din Ibn ‘Asakir.” 

The generation before him included his two uncles as 
Sa’in Hibatullah (477-563) and al-Hafiz Abu’l-Qasim, his 
cousin Muhammad ibn Abi’l-Qasim and his son al-Imad 
ibn al-Oasim, al-Fakhr’s brother Taj al-Umana’ Ahmad. 
Zayn al-Umana’ Hasan, al-Fakhr’s mother Asma’ bint 
Muhammad ibn al-Hasan ibn Tahir, whose father was 
known as Abu’!-Barakat ibn ar-Ran. This latter is the one 
who renovated the al-Oadam Mosque in 517 AH where his 
grave is located, as well as the graves of other member 
of Shaykh al-Fakhr’s family, such as the grave of the ora 
tor Abu’l-Hasan Ahmad ibn ‘Abdullah ibn ar-R4n. For this 
reason Shaykh al-Fakhr used to visit the al-Qadam Mosque 
often, because his grandfather’s grave is there, and early 
members of his house and his brother Taj al-Umana’ are 
also buried there. The aforementioned Asma’ was the sister 
of Aminah, the mother of Qadi Muhyi ad-Din Muhammad 
ibn ‘Ali ibn az-Zaki and so he was his cousin.

Before him 
she had been married to Aba Halah Hind ibn an-Nabbish 
ibn Zurarah ibn ‘Adi, one of the Bani Usayd ibn ‘Amr ibn 
Tamim, and also to ‘Atiq ibn ‘Abid. 
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She was the mother of all his children, except for Ibrahim 
the son of Mariyah al-Qibtiyyah (the Copt). She bore him 
al-Qasim, by whom he had his kunyah, and ‘Abdullah, who 
was also called at-Tahir and at-Tayyib, who was given those 
names because he was born in Islam. It is also said that at- 
Tahir and at-Tayyib were names of his two sons, and some 
said that their names were ‘Abd al-“Uzza and ‘Abd Manaf. 
Of daughters Khadijah also bore him Zaynab, Ruqayyah, 
Umm Kulthim and Fatimah, may Allah bless them all. 

She died in Makkah five years before the Hijrah to 
Madinah and before the prayers were established. Some 
said that it was three years before the Hijrah, in the same 
year when Aba Talib ibn ‘Abd al-Muttalib died, but there 
is some disagreement about all of that.

4. HAFSA BINT “UMAR 


She was Hafsah bint “Umar ibn al-Khattab ibn Nufayl 
ibn ‘Abd al-"Uzza ibn Riyah.

She was born five years before the Prophet & was sent.

She was Juwayriyyah bint al-Harith ibn Abi Dirar of

It is said he had about 120 children 
and grandchildren, but it is said that he buried 120 of his 
children and grandchildren apart from those who survived. 
His trees bore fruit twice a year and lived to about 160 
years. There is disagreement about all of that. He was the 
last of the Companions to die in Basra, and after him there 
were only a few Companions. He died in go, but some say 
gi or 93 and his grave in Basra is well known. 

This hadith is only known by this path. The sound po- 
sition is that Khadijah’s guardian gave her in marriage as 
already stated.
